Every warship of the mighty 
French fleet at Toulon rested to- 
night—according to a Vichy an- 
nouncement—on the bottom of 
that harbor or floated only as a 
ruined hulk, scuttled by the crews 
in a desperate move which re- 
moved forever from the grasping 
reach of Adolf Hitler the richest 
prize prostrate France could offer.

London Withholds Comment. 


(London naval spokesmen, 
in the absence of any Allied 
confirmation of the Vichy 
broadcast, withheld comment 
on the reported scuttling of 
the fleet. A Nazi communi- 
que reported “part” of the 
fleet was scuttled and a Ber- 
lin radio broadeast’ said Nazi’ 
sappers saved “a few” war- 
ships by rushing aboard and 
ripping out planted explosive 
charges.)

Russians Take 
4 More Places, 


Continue Drive 


By EDDY GILMORE 


MOSCOW, Saturday, Nov. 28.— 
()—Russian troops were declared 
officially today to have seized four 
more villages and surrounded a 
fifth in the continuing Stalingrad 
offensive that claims a toll of more 
than 116,000 Nazi dead and cap- 
tured, but the Red army’s pace 
apparently has been slowed 
through stiffening German resist- 
ance. 


Reverting to the issuance only 
of the regular midnight communi- 
que instead of additional special 
bulletins, the Russians said their 
troops had scored gains on both 
German flanks in their efforts to 
encircle the entire Nazi siege army. 
The extent of these gains were not 
given. 

Inside Stalingrad the Red army 
also advanced 450 painful yards to 
occupy additional buildings, the 
communique said. Dispatches said 
the Russian garrison now had es- 
tablished land supply lines through 


contact with Red army units north 


of the city along the western banks 
of the Volga river. 

Don River Bend 
- Two hundred more’Géermans felt 
inside Stalingrad, the Russians 
said, but this fighting was only a 
small part of the greater envelop- 


_ing battles the Soviets are fighting 


far to the west of Stalingrad in 
the Don river bend. 

The Russians spoke only in gen- 
eral terms of this huge fight which 
also apparently is going on be 
tween the Don and Volga rivers 
in an effort to smash forever the 
threat to the Volga. 

Of the fighting northwest af 
Stalingrad the communique said: 
“Our cavalry units encircled the 
Hitlerites in a large populated 
place and are fighting for its oc- 
cupation.” In the same general 


‘area the Russians were credited 


with capturing 51 more tanks, five 
guns, eight mortars, 1,000 rifles, 


-and large enemy food stocks. 


Southwest of Stalingrad on the 
lower arm of the Russian pincers 
movement the Soviets acknowl- 
edged repeated German counter- 
attacks, but said their troops were 
still gaining ground, presumably 
along the Stalingrad-Novorossisk 
railway toward Kotelnikovski. In 
one battle 600 Germans fell, the 
communique said. 

In the Nalchik-Tuapse sectors of 
the mid-Caucasus the Russians 
said their troops still were holding 
and that more than 300 Germans 
were killed and hundreds of others 
captured. 

General Picture. 

The Stalingrad offensive began 
November 19, and the Russians 
had issued five special] bulletins in 
five days, a practice discontinued 
indefinitely last night. Before the 
midnight communique was distrib 
uted this was the general picture 
of the situation: 

(The German radio said an- 
other Russian offensive on a 
curving 200-mile line north- 
west of Moscow had resulted 
in deep tank wedges in Ger- 
man defenses from Rzhev to 
Velikie Luki, 100 miles from 
Latvia. The Russians gave no 
intimation of this drive and 
the German high command 
said these attacks as well as 
those around Stalingrad had 
collapsed.)

Timber for Temporary 
Stands at Athens Loan- 
ed by Navy. 


Despite a regulation prohibiting 
any private construction costing 
more than $200, the War Produc- 
tion Board had approved the con- 
struction of temporary stands at 
Sanford Field, Athens, for today’s 
Tech-Georgia classic, Harry S. 
Moyer, regional compliance chief 
for the War Production Board, 


said yesterday. 

Approximately 11,000 extra 
seats will be ready for occupancy 
when the whistle blows at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

In spite of the size of the under 
taking, however, Moyer pointed 
out that the project has the full 
approval of WPB after a thorough 
investigation of the facts. 

Findiugs of WPB investigators 
showed that the lumber being used 
was not purchased by the univer- 
sity, but was loaned to the athletic 
association by the Navy. It will 
be bolted together for the game 
and directly thereafter, returned 
to the Navy. Labor costs for the 
job will not exceed $200, W. A. 
Mathis, Athens contractor, said, 
thus making the project come 
within WPB regulations. 

The lumber, about 90 per cent 
of which is oak and poplar which 
do not come under WPB control, 
has been purchased by the Navy 
with war construction priorities, 
and will be used to build an ad- 
dition to the old Athens “Post Of- 
fice. 

The new quarters will be occu- 
pied by the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Agency, thus vacating their 
present building for use by the 
Navy.

Program for Peace 

The recently-issued statement of policy of 
the League of Nations Association in connec- 
tion with war aims and the post-war period 
presents both an idealistic and a down-to-earth 
program. There is in the statement much to 
ponder, and it is interesting to note the frank- 
ness in the words “the association has never 
regarded the institutions'of the League as ap- 
proaching perfection,” but has “always con- 
sidered them as but the beginning of man’s 
effort to corquer the last frontier by building 
a community of free nations.” 


Thus a review of the statement of policy 
is in order, for none ¢an doubt the present war 
has shown the urgency and magnitude of the 
effort that must be made if genuine progress 
is to be achieved. 

The League believes there must be complete 
military victory for the United Nations. It 
believes in the principles of the Atlantic 
Charter, holding that the United Nations must 
not only win the war, but guide the world 
during the reconstruction period and become 
the nucleus of a universal society of nations. 


In this connection, it urges as basic the 
following principles: (a) The only hope for 
durable peace lies in establishment of a uni- 
versal society of nations under whatever name 
which will place firmly behind the mainte- 
nance of international law and order “the or- 
ganized major force of mankind,” a force so 
potent and so capable of instant application 
that every nation will realize in advance any 
aggression will be too hazardous to be at- 
tempted; (b) permanent peace must be based 
on the concepts of international social and 
economic justice indicated in the Atlantic 
Charter; (c) the society of nations. must be 


universal and any regional federations or un- 


jons must come within its framework; (d) the 
national well-being of the United States as 
well as its obligations to mankind require full

the Germans have weakened themselves in 
rushing troops from the Russian front to meet 
the new threats of an Allied invasion in the 
Mediterranean sector. 

But the alactrity with which the Russians 
have shifted from the defensive to the offen- 
sive answers one question that has been in the 
minds of Allied military leaders ever since our 
North African strategy began to reveal itself. 
This was whether the Russians, after three 
months of the hardest kind of fighting around 
Stalingrad, had been bled white, and whether 
they still had the strength to strike back once 
the pressure from Germany was relieved. 

Events of the past few days tend to remove 
any skepticism on the point. The results have 
been highly encouraging. 

Last week the Russians launched a success 
ful offensive in the Caucasus. Since then they 
have attacked in force both north and south of 


Stalingrad, threatening the great German army there in a giant 
pincer movement. The movement places in jeopardy some 350,000 
Nazi troops, who face capture or retreat beyond the Don river. 


If the operation succeeds, Hitler will not only suffer a tremen- 


dous military setback, but also the loss of a great amount of pres- 
tige among his own people, his allies and the Axis satellites. 


STALINGRAD IMPORTANCE In his speech to the German 
people of September 30 and 


again on November 8, Hitler went out of his way to emphasize the 
importance of taking Stalingrad. In fact, he claimed to have 
taken it already, except for a few sections of the city where, he 


said, the Red army was still putting up a stubborn resistance. 


But he unequivocally committed himself to the full capture of 
the city. He told the German people that “you may depend on it.” 
There was little doubt frorg the tone of his words that considera- 
tions of prestige were given priority over tactical necessities. 


MOSCOW OVER AGAIN What Hitler promised in connec- 


tion with Stalingrad is a repeti- 
tion of his earlier utterance on Moscow. On October 3, last year, 
he made a public address to the German people in which he said: 
“On June 22, in the morning, the greatest battle in the history 
of the world, (invasion of Russia) started. Everything since then 
has proceeded according to plan. For the last 48 hours an opera- 
tion of gigantic proportions (offensive against Moscow) is again in 
progress, which will help to smash the enemy in the east. I can 
say that this enemy is already broken and will never rise again.” 
Moscow did not fall. The enemy which Hitler described as 
“already broken” turned on him less than two months later and 
destroyed the first illusion of German invincibility. Now the be- 
sieged forces at Stalingrad are doing likewise. : 


GERMANS MUST DOUBT Naturally the question arises as 


to how long the people of Ger- 
many, with all of their blind following of the Nazi Fuehrer. can be 
expected to place further faith in the validity of his words when 
he misleads them in such gigantic proportions. The shadow of 
doubt henceforth should hang over everything he says. 

If Russia, with the aid of her great ally, winter, begins to roll 
back the German tide, while British and American forces continue 
to strengthen their threatening position in Africa, the waning be- 
lief in an Axis victory will disappear altogether among their own 
people and we soon may expect to see a disintegration of the 
coalition. 


ITALY FORESEES END All of the outward signs, in fact, 


point to a possible break-away by 
the Italians. In no other way is it possible to interpret the many 
open warnings by Fascist commentators that Italy is slated for dire- 
ful times. According to reports from acceptable neutral sources, 
thousands upon thousands of Italians are being evacuated from the 
bomb-wracked cities of the.coastal area. Since the Allied occupa- 
tion of the North African frontier, Italy has begun to see the hand- 
writing on the wall. 

How much of the new Russian offensive may be attributed to 
their own reserve strength and how much to the weakened con- 
dition of the Germans, after being forced to bolster up defense 
positions in the Mediterranean, cannot be said, of course. Un- 
doubtedly it is a combination of both. 

We do know that the African developments have compelled 
Hitler to withdraw considerable forces from the eastern front. 
Planes have been shot down in Tunisia which had come straight 
from Stalingrad. Ankara sources have reported the Germans to 
be moving 40 divisions out of Russia for the Mediterranean area. 
All railroad operations in the Balkans are said to have been given 
over to this purpose. 


TOOK ’EM UNAWARE When we struck in North Africa 


the Germans were taken unawares. 
It became necessary for Hitler to take immediate steps for pro- 
tecting the soft underside of Europe. 

Russia did not wait to recoup herself from the severe fighting 
of the past three months. She acted at once in a move splendidly 
co-ordinated with our own African operations. The offensive she 
has started has the aspects of far-reaching developments.

Some 
governments with which we Still maintain 
friendly relations are sympathetic to the Axis 
cause and, undoubtedly, their diplomatic mail 
pouches from time to time contain material 
we woulc much prefer not to fall into Axis 
hands. 

But Argentina and Chile are direct channels, 
about which nothing can be done unless those 
countries break off relations with the Axis. 

Regirdiess of other factors, it would seem 
that this information leak is ample cause to 
warrant severance of all A’.is relations by any 
American country concerned with “the interests 
of the ... American continent.”

(From The Valdosta Times.) 

Although for some reason congress seems un- 
willing to act favorably on man power control 
legislation, the latest Gallup poll shows conclu- 
sively that the majority of the people of the 
country continues to favor the principle of draft- 
ing men and women for wartime jobs. 

This poll shows that the people recognize the 
principle that just as men are drafted for the 
Army and are required to put on a uniform and 
give their full services to the country 24 hours a 
day, so civilians should be required by the gov- 
ernment to make their full contribution on the 
home front in any way that is needed. 

It is recognized that any real man power pro- 
gram would sooner or later involve some sort of 
compulsion, possibly including the directing of 
workers to take new jobs in different areas o' 
the country, as is done in England. The actual! 
operation of such a prigram would be highly 
complex and would present administrative diffi- 
culties calling for the greatest ingenuity. But so 
far as the principle is concerned, the public 
strongly backs man power control at this time.

WASHINGTON, Thursday.—I spent Tuesday afternoon and eve- 
ning with the faculty and students at the Connecticut College for_ 
Women. They were a most interesting group, full of questions and 
keen to know all they could of what was hap- 
pening in Great Britain. One girl asked me 
something I imagine comes up quite often, “Do 
the students of Great Britain accept the added 
physical education, which is now being given 
us, as a horrid necessity, or do they really feel 
it is important and enter into it with zest?” 

I assured her that it was quite well under- 
stood by students over there that the best 
possible physical condition was necessary, both 
for men and women. That they needed to 
know more about nutrition and far more about [ime 
mental balance and the value of a trained and Se 
controlled mind as part of their entire physical * : 
well-being. There were many other very stimulating questions and 
I enjoyed my time with this group of young women very much. 

Then, in New London, Conn., I visited the Catholic USO, which 
had been started as a Catholic service men’s club before the USO 
was organized. It was one of the biggest places I have been in, 
The lounge downstairs was full of men belonging to different derve- 
ices, talking, reading and playing the piano. 

There was a mother’s room, where all the girls leave their 
wraps. A dance was going on upstairs, there was bowling in the 
basement, and a really homelike kitchen, with a nice round table 
and three motherly women preparing coffee and cake for every- 
one. On the upper floor there gre sleeping accommodations for 50 
boys, and they are nearly always filled. 

We proceeded to another USO building, run by the Salvation 
Army in a government-built building. Here the major part of the 
attendance, which was not so very large, was watching a play 
given by local talent and which I thought was extremely well done. 
They have no sleeping accommodations—just a lounge, library and 
a big recreation room with a snack bar. Then we went to a bond 
rally, which I thought was highly successful. I took the train back 
to Washington at 11:30 p. m. 

Wednesday was a fairly busy day here. I broadcast on the 
Farm and Home Hour program and made four recordings before- 
hand. I had several appointments in the morning and various others 
from 4:30 on in the afternoon.

Tech could take only as an insult, and the more insulting 
the better. More fervor was added to a situation that was 
already*at fever pitch by events of the past week when 
visitors smeared yellow paint around the Bulldog campus. 
It has been a long time since a Georgia-Georgia Tech game 
has created so much excitement. It has been equally as 
long since so much importance has been attached to the 
annual rivalrv. 

The common belief is that there will be a Rose Bowl 
bid for the winner. The loser is expected to be in a bowl, 
too. 


Georgia Tech brings a brilliant record into the 
game. The Yellow Jackets have waded through a 
hard schedule without a blemish. They have Clint 
Castleberry and color galore. And this is their first 
chance for an unbeaten season since 1928. 

Let's quickly recount what has caused Georgia 
Tech to be hailed as a team of destiny. First, there 
was a victory over Notre Dame at South Bend, Tech’s 
first of all time at Cartier Field. Then there was the 
initial victory over Navy. And the win over Duke 
at Durham. Then they broke the Lieb jinx, beating 
Florida at Grant Field. 

Now Tech, on the threshold of a national championship, 
seeks to beat Georgia for'the first time on Sanford Field.

ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 27.—Map- 
ping out the family’s part in the

every homemaker, according to 
Miss Lurline Collier, state home 
demonstration agent for the Geor- 
gia Agricultural Extension Serv- 
ice.

“Make sure no meat goes to. 
waste in storage and cooking. Meat | 
and pceultry, too, need to be stored | 
in the coldest part of the ice box | 
or other cold storage space—45 de- | 
grees Fahrenheit or lower is best. | 
Ground meat requires extra ccld 
and should not be held too iong. | 

“Use recipes for cooking that 
may make the most of meat, both 
in food value and flavor. Remem- 


ber to cook meat with moderate | 


heat until done and no longer.

War Plants To Observe 
Full Day, Rest for 


Christmas. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(7) 
Christmas will be observed as a 
full holiday in the nation’s war 
production plants, except for nec- 
essary maintenance and stand-by 
operations, War Production Direc- 
tor Donald M. Nelson announced 
today. 

“After the holiday,” Nelson said 
in a statement, “we must drive 
ahead with renewed energy for 
the increased production job of 
1943—a bigger job than we have 
ever faced before.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(4)— 
Declaring that recent war develop- 
ments had ircreased the demand 
for pork products, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard today revised 
upward previously established 
1943 hog production goals and at 
the same time announced a pro- 
gram designed to support hog 
prices at an average of $13.25 per 
hundred pounds, Chicago basis, 
until September 30, 1944. 

The revised 1943 goal calls for 
an increase of 15 per cent over 
this vear’s record pig crop. On Oc- 


tober 16 the secretary asked farm.- }-. 


ers to increase their 1943 spring 
farrowings by 10 per cent. | 

If realized, the new goal would 
result in a 1943 pig crop, spring 
and fall farrowings combined of 
121,000,000 head. 

Wickard said hog prices would 
be supported through government 
purchase operations of the Agri- 
culture Marketing Association. 
The purchase program, he said, 
would be operated in such a man- 
ner as to insure a price level of 
'$13.25, Chicago basis, for good and 
choice grade butcher hogs weigh- 
ing 240 to 270 pounds, until the
